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GHI Manager Walker Gets 6 Month Stay 
As Campbell Delays Return From Jamaica

Majcr John O. Walker, whose original 2-year appointment to 
succeed Paul M. Campbell as general manager of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. was scheduled to end in Feb., 1959, has been granted a six 
months extension. This action was taken by the GHI board of di- 
rectors at their regular meeting Thursday, Dec. 18, after receiving 
a letter from Campbell advising that the United Nations is consider- 
ing extending his tour of duty as National Director of Housing 
for the British West Indies possession of Jamacia for 6 months. 


Campbell was granted a two- 
year leavé of absence by GHI tc 
accept the United Nations post, with 
the expectation that he would re- 
turn to Greenbelt at the end of his 
tour. Campbell stated that he is in 
the midst of a new project dealing 
with the use of stabilized earth 
blocks as building material for low- 
eoat housing, and additional time is 
needed to launch the project. Camp- 
dell expects to be in the United 
States over the Christmas holidays, 
fut is not certain whether he can 
visit Greenbelt.

Poor Safety Program 
Gives City Low Score 


Although Greenbelt did not have 
a single pedestrian killed or fatally 
injured and only one pedestrian 
hurt during the year 1957, the city 
seored slightly below standard in 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion Annaul Pedestrian Program 
Appraisal just released. (Greenbelt 
was rated wich other cities in the 
country with population under 10,- 
000.) 


The reason for the city’s low 


score—-66 percent against the gtand- | 


ard of 68 percent—ig that only half 
the score is based on the actual 
casualty record In the latter cate- 
gory the city scored 100 percent, 
with a standard of 76 percent for 
other cities ita size, 


' The other half ig based on ine 
actual program conducted by. the 
city to promote pedestrian safety. 
Greenbelt has virtually no program, 
of this nature, and thia brought its 
score down. On the other hand, 
Greenbelt was one of only 181 cities 
out of the total of 729 communities 
analyzed which had no fatal pede- 


strian accidents: in 1957. (There. 


were, in fact, no fatal traffic ac- 
cidenta of any kind, but this was 
not considered in the AAA ap- 
praisal.) 


Greenbelt also scored fairly high 
with its school safety program. It 


‘wag given a score of 76 percent in 


this category, which was above 
the standard of 71 percent. This 
wag a sharp improvement over the 
1956 score of 53 percent but still 
well below the 100 percent scored 
by some communities. This was 
based on the overall school safety 
program, 


Despite the fact that the com- 
munity does not have a regular pro- 
gram to encourage pedestrian safe- 
ty, Greenbelt’s record has steadily 
improved each year. There were five 
pedestrian injuries in 1955, two in 
1956, and now the latest official 
figure is one in 1957. 


Chief of Police Jim Williams as- 
cribed this outstanding safety rec- 
ord to the city’s system of inner 
walkways and the underpasses 
which take pedestrians under the 
main streets at three key points 
in the city.
